^ O.f.  the  .1.9^3  marketings,  781, 601,919  pounds  were  sold  first-hand  over 

auction. warehouse . floors, ‘ and  averaged  40.4  cents  per  pound.  Estimated  scrap 
sales,,  .of  about  -  9^  million  pounds,  sold  through  other  than  auction  channels, 
made  up  the  balance,  and  averaged  4.0  cents  per  pound.  In  the  1942  marketing 
season,  auction  sales  were* reported  as  799» 9^0,79^  pounds,  averaging  38*8 
cents. per  pound,  and  sales  of  scrap  at  an  average  of  2.9  cents  per  pound  were 
estimated  at  11  million  pounds.  '

The  marketing  season  opened  on  July  27  on  auction  floors*  in  Georgia 
and.  Florida., '  and  final,  sales  were  held  on  January  5"  on  3  Old  Belt  markets  in 
Virginia  and  North  Carolina,  Curing  the '  season,  the  length  of  the  selling 
:  day  was  reduced,  and'  also  a  marketing*  holiday,  which'  lasted  for  3  days,  was 
declared  by.  the  Governors  of  North  Carolina  and  Virginia,  Government  orders 
establishing,  ceiling,  prices,  and  allocations  were  in  effect  for  the  purpose 
of  maintaining  a  fair  and  orderly  distribution  of  the  Crop  at  reasonable 
price  levels,,  without  destroying  the  basic  principles  of  the  auction  market¬ 
ing  system*  ..  .

*  Resales  for  the  19^3  season  totaled  about  78  million  pounds,  sold  at 
anr  average.  price:  of  3^«i  cents  per  pound,  and  represented  9.1  percent  of  the 
gross  sales  reported,  for  the  entire  crop  (table  9) •  Resales  were  over  75 
million  pounds  in  the  1942  season,  averaged  31°^  cents  per  pound,  and  were

As  compared  with  last  year,  the  crop  was  not  so  good  -in  -quality.  In 
most,  of  ..the  areas.,:  :the  tobacco  was  affected  by  adverse  weather  conditions 
during  the  growing  season,  with  the  result  that  the  marketings  contained  a 
larger  percentage,  of  low  and  common  qualities  and  nondescript*  For  the  Crop 
as  a  whole  (all  types  combined),  average  prices  on  the  majority  of  grades 
either  showed  increases  over  those  of  last  year  or  maintained  last  year’s 
averages, _  Gains  ranged  from  1  to  10  cents  per  pound,  with  increases  in  the 
bulk  of . grade s  from  1  to  4  cents..  In  the  few  grades  which  showed  prices 
lower  than  those  of  last  year,  most  decreases  were  not'  more  than!  cent  per 
pound.  3/

Because  of  labor  shortages,  the  length  of  the  selling  day  was  reduced 
from  5  to  3i  hours,  beginning  September  2*  This  action  was  intended  to  be 
in  effect  for  only  a  limited  time,  but  was  generally  continued  throughout 
the  season.  Another  outstanding  factor  in  this  marketing  season  was  the 
holiday  declared  because  of  the  sudden  sharp  drop  in  prices  for  lower  quali¬ 
ties  of  tobacco.  All  markets  were  closed  on  October  27,  28,  and  29.  Sales 
were  resumed  on  November  1,  with  prices  approximating  those  which  prevailed 
for  the  various  grades  for  the  season  prior  to  the  price  decline. 

The  Office  of  Price  Administration,  in  Maximum  Price  Regulation  44l, 
effective  July  24,  1943,  established  maximum  prices  on  purchases  of  the  1943 
crop  of  flue- cured  tobacco.  The  regulation  provided  that  the  weighted 
average  purchase  price  paid  by  any  buyer  should  not  exceed  $4l  per  100  pounds 
for  loose  leaf  tobacco,  or  $5  per  100  pounds  for  ’’farm  scrap”  tobacco.  Pur¬ 
chases  for  resale  were  exempt.  Amendment  1,  dated  August  l4,  established  a 
$3  differential  in  the  ceiling  price  for  untied  tobacco,  fixing  a  maximum 
of  $38  per  100  pounds  for  tobacco  in  this  form. 

In  order  to  effect  an  equitable  distribution  of  the  1943  crop,  the 
War  Food  Administration,  under  Food  Distribution  Order  4.3,  effective 
August  l4,  1943,  placed  restrictions  on  manufacturers’  and  dealers’  pur¬ 
chases.  The  share  which  any  manufacturer  might  acquire  was  58,  percent  of 
the  fraction  of  the  total  1942  domestic  usings  of  flue-cured  tobacco  that  he 
used  during  the  period  July  1,  1942,  through  June  30*  19 ^3»  and  included 
scrap  purchases  both  at  the  farm  and  on  auction  warehouse  floors.  Further 
restrictions  were  placed  on  each  manufacturer’s  share  in  respect  to  relative 
amounts  purchased  (l)  directly  from  growers  at  auction  markets,  and  (2)  from 
dealers.  The  dealers’  share  of  the  crop  v/as  that  amount  allocated  (l)  for 
export  shipment  (aside  from  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  purchases)  and  for 
a  contingency  reserve,  and  (2)  to  be  sold  to  manufacturers  to  complete  the 
manufacturers’  allocation.  This  represented  about  17t?  percent  of  the  crop, 
and  of  this  each  dealer  might  acquire  tobacco  (not  including  scrap)  in  the 
ratio  of  his  average  purchases  of  flue-cured  tobacco  during  the  years  1939-^2 
to  total  dealers’  average  purchases  during  that  period.  Tobacco  purchased 
and  resold  at  auction  during  this  4-year  period  did  not  count  in  establishing 
an  allocation.  An  additional  restriction  limited  speculative  buying  to  10 
percent  of  growers’  sales  on  any  warehouse  floor. 

Effective  September  8,  1943,  this  order  was  modified  to  increase 
allocations  to  the  extent  of  the  quantity  of  tobacco  purchased  at  6  cents 
a  pound  or  less.  As  dealers  were  reluctant  to  use  their  allocations  for  the 
purchase  of  the  lowest  quality  leaf,  a  considerable  volume  of  low  grade 
tobacco  was  not  selling  readily,  and  prices  had  dropped  to  a  low  level,  with 
consequent  losses  to  growers.  The  above-mentioned  action  was  taken,  there¬ 
fore,  in  order  to  encourage  the  sale  of  these  low  grades  and  at  reasonable 
price  levels. 

Marketing  quotas  were  in  effect  for  the  1943  crop  of  flue-cured,  and 
in  a  referendum  held  on  July  24,  1943,  growers  approved  the  continuance  of 
the  quotas  for  a  further  3-yea r  period  beginning  with  1944.  The  purpose  of 
this  action  was  to  prevent  a  wide  expansion  of  tobacco  production  to  the 
detriment  of  production  of  food  crops.  Farm  acreage  allotments  for  1944 
will  be  20  percent  larger  than  the  acreage  permitted  to  be  grown  and  marketed 
without  penalty  in  1943.  With  the  exception  of  1  year,  1939,  marketing  quotas 
have  been  in  effect  since  1938.

Old.  Belt,  Type  11(a)  -  Auction  markets  in  the  Old  Belt  opened  on 
September  20.  -Producers'  sales  totaled  169*473*075  pounds,  about  20  million 
pounds" larger  than  last  year,  and’ the  average  price  of  4l.4  cents  showed  only 
a  negligible' increase  over  1942*  Growers  received  $70*194, 917  for  the  crop, 
nearly  8-g-  mil  iron  dollars  more  than  the  value  of  the  1942  crop#

Average  prices  by  grades  on "nearly  all  low,  common  and  mixed,  varie¬ 
gated,  red  and  green  tobaccos- increased  from *1  to  9  cents  per  pound,  with 
the  gains  in  most  grades  ranging  from  2  to  b  cents.  However,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  wrappers, 'most  of  the  fair  to  choice  quality  grades  of  lemon  and 
orange  color  decreased  1  to  2  cents.*  Most  wrapper  grades  were  higher,  with 

choice  lemon  and  orange  rising  7  and  8  cents  above  last  year’s  prices;

Most  of  the  markets  were  closed  by  December  17*  but  as  some  growers 
had  not  been  able  to  get  their  tobacco  on  the  market  by  that  date,  because 
of  poor  weather  conditions,  it  was  decided  to  hold  January  sales  on  three’  of 
the  larger  markets.  Sales  at  Danville  and  South  Boston  on  January  4  and  5* 
and  at  Winston-Salem  on  January  5*'  completed  the  season.  This  was  the  first 
year  since  1940  that  the  selling  season  extended  into  January.  Flue-cured 
markets  closed  last  year  on  December  11,  and  in  19^-1  on  December  17#  Only 
7  of  the  16  markets  in  this  type  were  officially  graded  this  year,  although 
all  had  been  designated  for  the  service  by  19^-2#  Inspection  was  in  effect 
at  Danville,  - Kenbridge,  and  Martinsville,  Va.»  and  Reidsville,  Winston-Salem, 
Roixboro,  and  Mebane,  N.  C.,  in,  19^3*’.  r  ' 

Middle  Belt,  Type  11(b)  -  The  auction  marketing  season  in  the  Middle 
Belt  area  was  characterized  particularly  by  a  decrease  in  the  general  average 
of  tobacco  sold,  as  compared  with  that  of  last  year.  Sales  o,f  Type  ll(b) 
flue-cured  brought  to  farmers  an  average  of  40.6' cents  per  pound,  1.8  cents 
less  than  the  average  they  received  for  last  year's  crop.  Type  ll(b)  was 
-the  only  flue-cured  type  in  which  the  19^3  price  fell  below  the  average 
reported  for  1942,  the  lower  price  being  due  largely  to  the  inferior  quality 
of  this  year's  crop  in  this  type.  Total  leaf  marketed  was  reported  as 
110,965i992  pounds,  about  2  million  pounds  less  than  last  year,  and  growers’ 
returns  of  $45,050,167  were  nearly  3  million  dollars  less  than  receipts  for 

the  1942  crop.  .  .  *

With  the  exception  of  most  green  and  nondescript  tobaccos,  average 
prices  by  grades  were  1  to  3  cents  lower  than  those  of  last  year.  Green 
primings  were  1  to  4  cents  lower,  but  green  leaf  and  lugs  showed  increases 
as  high  as  ;5  cent-s.  Nondescript  prices  ranged  higher,  from  2.5  to  5*75 
cent's  above  the  1942  averages.-  1 

•  Markets  in  this  type  in  North  Carolina  opened  on  September  13  and  in 
Virginia  on  September  20.  All  were  closed-by  December  17,  Although  all  12 
markets  had  been  designated  for  inspection  by  1942,  only  Oxford  an*d  Fuquay- 
Varina,  N.  C.,  and  South  Hill,  Va.»  had  the  service  this  year.  With,  the 
exception  of  Petersburg,  Va.*  on  which  tobacco  was  graded  for  part  of  the 
19^2  season,  the  other  markets  in  the  area  have  never  been  covered  by  the 
inspection  service  under  mandatory  law.

Total  Type  11  sales  (ll(a)  and  11(1)  combined)  were  280,439*067 
pounds,  and  sold  at  an  average  price  of  4l.l  cents  per  pound.  Returns  to 
trowers  totaled  $115,245,084.  Although  Type  11(1)  poundage,  returns,  and 
price  were  all  "below  last  year's  figures,  increases  in  Type  ll(a)  "brought  the 
combined  total  figures  above  last  year's  total  except  for  price.  The  com¬ 
bined  average  price  for  1943 *was  4l,l,  compared  with  4l.8  for  1942. 

Eastern  Forth  Carolina,  Type  12  -  Eastern  Forth  Carolina  growers  re¬ 
ceived  an  average  price  of  40.8  cents  per  pound  for  a  total  of  267*5^3,271 
pounds  sold  on  the  auction  floors  in  that  area*  Sales  were  about  19b'  million 
pounds  lower  than  those  for  last  year,  and  the  price — 2.3  cents  above  that  of 
last  year — was  exceeded  only  by  the  49.6-cent  average  received  for  the  1919 
crop.  Sales  began  on  auction  floors  in  this  area  on  August  24,  and  were 
completed  on  November  30®

Most  grade  averages  were  higher  than  those  of  last  year,  increases 
for  nondescript  ranging  from  5*  "to  11  cents  per  pound,  for  common  quality  from 
3  to  9*5  cents,  for  most  low  and  fair  qualities  from  1  to  5  cents,  and  for 
most  good  qualities  from  1  to  3  cents.  Eine  and  choice  grades  were  slightly 
lower  in  the  lug  and  priming  groups,  and  were  1  to  3  cents  higher  in  the  leaf 
and  cutter  groups.  , 

The  value,  of  the  crop  was  about  l|-  million  dollars  less  than  the 
record  high  amount  received  by  growers  for  the  1942  crop.  Returns  to  growers 
were  reported  as  $109,1^5*689  for  1943*  Of  the  l4  markets  in  the  area,  all 
except  5 — Kinston,  Rocky  Mount,  Smithfield,  Wallace,  and  Washington,  H.  C, — 
had  official  Government  inspection  under  mandatory  law*  All  had  been  desig¬ 
nated  for  inspection  by  1942. 

South  Carolina  and  Forth  Carolina  3order  Markets, -  Type  13  -  Producers' 
sales  in  the  -Type  13  area  totaled  156*356,372  pounds — about  25  million  pounds 
lower  than  the  total  last  year —  and  sold  at  an  average  price  of  39*2  cents, 
1.4  cents  higher  than  the  record  level  established  last  year.  Markets  opened 
on  August  5  and  final  saTLe  was  held  on  October  6. 

Prices  for  lower  quality  grades  greatly  increased  over  those  of  last 
year,  most  green  and  nondescript  grades  selling  from  7  "to  l6  cents  per  pound 
higher,  and  other  common  to  fair  qualities  ranging  from  3  to  9  cents  above 
1942  averages.  Cutters  and  good  to  choice  leaf  and  lugs  brought  averages 
ranging  from  1  to  2  cents  above  those  of  last  year.

All  the  9  South  Carolina  markets  except  Conway  and  Kingstree  had 
official  Inspection  during  the  1943  season.  All  markets  in  this  type,'  includ¬ 
ing  the  7  border  markets  in  Forth  Carolina,  had  been  designated  for  the  ser¬ 
vice  by  1942.  Por  the  crop  sold  on  the  Type  13  markets,  growers  received 
$61,372,436,  about  7  million  dollars  le  ss  than  the  record  returns  from  the 
1942  crop. 

It  is  estimated  that  about  5  million  pounds  of  South  Carolina  tobacco 
was  marketed  in  the  early  part  of  the  season  on  Georgia  floors,  where  the 
same  ceiling  price  had  been  established  ahd  where  tobacco  could  be  sold  in 
an  untied  form.  It  was  not  until  August  l4,  when  the  Georgia  season  was 
nearly  over,  that  the  $3  price  differential  between  loose  and  tied  tobacco 
was  put  into  effect  by  Office  of  Price  Administration  order. 
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Georgia  and  Florida*  Type  l4  -  Auction  sales  opened  on  July  27  and 
totaled  77»26l,209  pounds  during  the  season  at  an  average  price  of  38*9 
cents*  This  was  an  increase  of  S-g-  million  pounds  over  the  total  for  last 
year,  and  the  highest  average  price  ever  received  for  the  Georgia  and  Florida 
crop — 8.4  cents  higher  than  the  record  level  of  30*5  received  last  year*  The 
returns  to  groi^ers  of  $30*020,448  were  above  9  million  dollars  above  receipts 
for  last  year,  and  represented  the  largest  amount  ever  received  for  a  Type  l4 
crop© 


Average  prices  in  all  grades  were  higher  than  those  of  last  year, 
increases  ranging  from  4  to  6  cents  per  pound  for  better  tobaccos,  and  as 
high  as  17  cents  for  the  poorer  qualities. 

Statesboro,  the  last  market  to  close,  held  final  sales  on  September  1* 
This  was  the  first  time  since  1932  that  the  selling  season  for  this  type 
extended  into  September,  All  17  markets  in  the  area  had  been  designated  for 
official  inspection  by  1942,  but  on  3  markets — Moultrie  and  Blackshear,  Ga., 
and  Live  Oak,  Fla., — this  service  had  not  yet  been  put  into  effect  in  the 
19^3  season. 


Flue- cured  Supply  Less  Than  Last  Year* 

Cigarette  Consumption  Record  High 

The  flue-cured  tobacco  supply  in  the  United  States  for  the  crop  year 
1Q43-.44  is  2,170  mill  ion  pounds,  about  101  million  pounds  less  than  last 
year's  calculated  supply — 2,271  million  pounds#  Disappearance  (domestic 
consumption  and  exports)  for  the  year  1942-43  was  calculated  as  892  million 
pounds,  compared  with  7^3  mHli°n  pounds  the  previous  year.  The  data  for 
these  2  years  are  not  strictly  comparable,  because  of  the  change  in  the 
method  of  reporting  Commodity  Credit  stocks,  which  consist  primarily  of  flue- 
cured  types.  Prior  to  April  1,  1943*  stocks  held  by  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  were  reported  as  held  until  a  "Commodity  Receipt"  (evidence  of 
exportation  based  on  an  ocean  bill  of  lading)  was  received  by  dealers 
responsible  for  reporting  the  stocks.  Beginning  April  1,  1943*  Commodity 
Credit  stocks  were  reported  by  the  dealers  only  until  the  date  appearing  on 
the  inland  bill  of  lading  (evidence  of  shipment  for  exportation).  This  re¬ 
vised  method  of  reporting  results  in  a  more  accurate  indication  of  actual 
stocks  on  hand,  as  it  eliminates  those  stocks  which  have  definitely  passed 
into  exportation.  When  these  changes  in  the  reporting  system  are  taken  into 
consideration,  the  July  1,  1942,  stocks  were  actually  around  15  million 
pounds  lower  than  those  calculated,  making  the  actual  supply  for  the  fiscal 
year  1942-43  about  2,25b  million  pounds  and  only  86  million  higher  than  the 
1943-44  supply;  and  the  disappearance  for  the  1942-43  fiscal  year  was 
actually  877  million  pounds,  or  15  million  pounds  less  than  the  calculated 
disappearance. 


Cigarette  consumption  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  3^»  19^3*  as 
indicated  by  tax-paid  withdrawals  totaled  245  "billion,  the  highest  with¬ 
drawals  ever  reported.  An  increase  of  28  "billion -is  shown  over  the  217 
"billion  tax-paid  withdrawals  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  Also,  the  much 
larger  quantities  of  tax-free  cigarettes  sent  abroad  during  the  year  has 
added  appreciably  to  the  increase  over  last  year. 

Consumption  of.  smoking  tobacco  continued  to  decrease,  as  evidenced 
by  manufacturers’  returns  of  production,  with  manufactures  of  l64  million 
pounds  for  the  fiscal  year  1942-43,  compared  with  178  million  pounds  for 
the  previous  year.  .  - 

Exports,  the  bulk  of  which  are  flue-cured,  including  shipments,  both 
for  lend-lease  for  military  requirements  and  for  *  civilian  use  in  allied 
dountries,  were  much  larger  than  last  year.  ;

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REVIEW  OF  ELUS-CUEED  TOBACCO  MARKETS  —  1944-45  SEASON 

ig44— Crop  Sales  Near  Record  High 
General  Average  Highest  in  Years 

Sales  of  the  1944  flue-cured  tobacco  crop  were,  with  the  exception 
of  the  crop  of  1939*  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  country,  reports 
the  War  Rood  Administration,  The  average  price  per  pound  for  the  season 
was  exceeded  only  by  the  1919  average,  and  the  returns  to  growers  reached 
a  level  far  above  the  value  of  any  previous  crop*  Government  regulations, 
issued  by  the  War  Pood  Administration  and  the  Office  of  Price  Administra¬ 
tion,  exercised  control  over  purchases  and  prices,  through  allocations  and 
price  ceilings*  Trade  rulings,  which  involved  reduction  in  sets  of  buyers 
and  limitations  on  selling  time  and  rate  of  sales,  were  also  in  effect* 

Total  sales  for  the  1944—45  season,  including  both  leaf  and  scrap  if , 
were  1,084  million  pounds  2 /,  an  increase  of  37  percent  over  the  791  million 
pounds  sold  in  1943-44,  and  only  7  percent  below  the  record  high  crop  of 
1939»  Returns  for  the  1944  crop  exceeded  the  previous  year’s  record  high 
figure  by  nearly  45  percent*  Producers  received  about  458  million  dollars 
for  the  1944  crop  of  leaf,  as  compared  with  a  value  of  316  million  for  the 
crop  of  the  preceding  season*  The  general  average  price  of  42*2  cents  per 
pound  wa s  2*2  cents  higher  than  the  40*0-cent  average  at  which  the  1943 
crop  sold,  and  has  been  exceeded  only  by  the  44.4-cent  average  received  in 
the  1919-20  season* 

Of  the  total  1944  marketings,  1,074,397*163  pounds  were  sold  first¬ 
hand  over  auction  warehouse  floors,  and  averaged  42*6  cents  per  pound* 
Estimated  scrap  sales  of  about  Oi-  million  pounds,  sold  other  then  at 
auction,  made  up  the  balance,  and  averaged  around  4*6  cents*  In  the  pre¬ 
vious  season,  auction  saL es  were  reported  as  731,601,919  pounds,  averaging 
4o*4  cents,  and  sales  of  scrap  at  an  average  of  around  4.0  cents  per  pound 
were  estimated  at  '9-§-  million  pounds*  By  separate  types  of  flue-cured, 
poundage,  value,  and  average  for  1944  were  all  higher  than  in  the  year* 
before,  with  but  one  exception  —  in  Type  l4  the  average  price  was  below 
the  last  year’s  level* 

Warehouse  resales  for  the  1944-45  season  totaled  about  102  million 
pounds,  averaged  33*7  cents  per  pound,  and  x/ere  8*7  percent  of  total  sales 
(table  10)*  In  the' 1943-44  season  resales  were  73  million  pounds,  sold  at 
an  average  price  of  34*1  cents,  and  represented  9*1  percent  of  the  gross 
warehouse  sales  reported  for  the  entire  crop*

slightly  below  the  1943  level,  but  the  majority  of  the  lower  qualities 
in  these  groups  advanced  above  last  year’s  averages*  Largest  price  gains 
for  the  crop  were  evidenced  in  the  nondescript  group*  j$/ 

Distribution  and  Price  Controlled;  * 

Marketing  Operations  Be gala  ted 

Por  the  third  consecutive  year,  prices  of  flue-cured  were  controlled 
•by  Office  of  Price  Administration  regulation*  Maximum  Price  Regulation  5)49.* 
effective  July  28,  1944,  provided  that  the  weighted  average  purchase  price 
paid  by  any  buyer  should  not  exceed  $39  Per  hundred  pounds  for  untied  leaf, 

for  tied  leaf,  and  $5  for  farm  scrap*  This  regulation  did  nob 
differ ‘essentially  from  the  one  controlling  prices  of  the  previous  year’s 
crop,  except  for  some  advance  in  prices*  The  weighted  average  pur  chase 
prices  established  for  the  1943  prop  were  $38  f°r  untied,  $4l  for  tied, 
and  $5  for  scrap* 

War  Pood  Order  4*7 ,  issued  by  the  War  Pood  Admini stration  and 
'effective  July  19,  1944,,  restricted  purchases  of  1944-crop  flue-cured 
tobacco  by  dealers  and  manufacturer So  Under  this  order,  as  amended,  manu¬ 
facturers  might  acquire  1944  flue-cured  tobacco  up  to  102*5  percent  of  the 
quantity  (including,  scrap)  used  by  them  for  manufacturing  purposes  from 
July  1,1943.  through  June  JO,  1944*  Dealers  might  purchase  from  producers 
or  at  auction  dor  their  own  account  up  to  l47  percent  of  the  quantity 
originally  allocated  to  them  under  the  1943  order  (WFO  4*3)  •'  Purchases  of 
scrap  by  dealers  were  not  charged  against  their  allocations.  A  final 
amendment,  dated  December  JO,  1944,  specified  that  purchasers  who  already 
held  allocations  would  net  be  limited  in  their  auction  purchases  made  on 
and  after  January  9*  1945* 

Por  the  purpose  of  alleviating  conditions  due  to  labor  shortages, 
the  marketing  committee  of  the  United  States  Tobacco  Association  placed 
several  restrictions  .on  the  operations  of  the  markets*  Und£r  normal  con¬ 
ditions  auctions  are  held  5  hours  per  day,  but  in  the  1944-45  season  the 
Association  limited  the  selling  period  to  4|-  hours  per  day  in  Type  l4, 
and  to  3y  hours  in  the  other  types,  and  ruled  that  the  speed  of  sales 
should  rsot  be  in  excess  of  j60  baskets  per  hour*  Also,  under  ruling  of 
the  Association,  markets  closed  on  four  Mondays  during  October  (October  9» 
l6,  23,  and  JO)  and  on  one  Tuesday  (October  17)*  This  action  was  taken  as 
a  means  of  lightening  the  load  on  redrying  facilities.  The  Association 
also  restricted  the  number  of  buyers  on  the  larger  markets.  Sets  were 
reduced  by  one  on  all  markets  which  operated  with  3  or  more  sets  in  1943* 
However,  compensatory  selling  time  was  allowed  all  markets  so  affected. 

1/  Por  a  comparison  of  weekly  end  season  prices  by  grades  in  the 
separate  types,  see  tables  11  to  l6.  The  schedule  of  ranges  in  bids,  by 
price  groups,  was  as  follows:  25  cents,  up  to  $15;  50  cents,  from  $15  to

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The  labor  situation  in  the  flue-cured  area  was  also  relieved  to 
some  extent  by  the  use  of  German  prisoners  of  war  for  work  on  the  ware¬ 
house  floors#  Quitman,  Ga*,  wks  the  first  market  to  hire  war  prisoners, 
but  the  practice  was  later  extended,  to  a  number  of  ether  markets*  Prison¬ 
ers  received  the  prevailing' hourly  wage,”  for  the  type  of  work  done,  but 
as  they  are  allowed  by  the  Government  only  SO  cents  per  day,  the  balance 
of  their  daily  earnings  was  turned  over  to  the  War  Department* 

The  194^.5  flue-cured  marketing  season  opened  on  the  Georgia  and 
Florida  markets  on  July  31*  which  was  a  week  later  than  the  date  origin¬ 
ally  scheduled  by  the  United  States  Tobacco  Association  for  the  opening 
in  this  type*  The  delay  was  occasioned  by  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of 
growers-'  with  the  maiximum  prices  established  on  untied  tobacco,  by  the  Office 
of  Price  Administration,  and  their  attempts  to  have  this  ceiling  raised* 
Although  they  were  not  successful  in  their  efforts,  the  delay  resulted  \n- 
a  lag  in  the  opening  of  the  markets  in  the  other  types*  Types  12  and  13 
also  opened  a  week  later  than  the  date  first  scheduled,  and  Types  ll(a)  and 
ll(b),  after  several  announced  openings,  finally  held  their  first  sales  10 
days  after  the  date  originally  set*  The  season  closed  on  January  26  when 
final  sales  were  held  in  Type  11(a)*  With  the  exception  of  the  1943-44 
season,  when  two  Type  ll(a)  sales  were  held  in  January,  flue-cured  sales 
for  the  last  several  seasons  had  been  completed  prior  to  the  Christmas 
holidays*  ~  ' 

All  markets  in  the  flue— cfdred  area  had  been  designated  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  official  inspection  by  19^2,  except  Quitman,.  - 
Ga*,  which  was  not  operating  at  the  time  the  last  referendum  was  held. 
However,  due  to  the  lack  of  trained  personnel,  there  has  not  yet  been  a 
complete  coverage,  although  some  new  markets  have  been  added  each  year. 

Marketing  quotas  on  flue-cured  announced  by  the  War  Pood  Administra¬ 
tion  on  November  3 0 ,  1944,  continued  individual  farm  acreage  allotments  for 
the  194h  crop  the  same  as  those  established  in  1944*  However,  an  additional 
2  percent  of  the  total  1940  allotted  acreage  was  made  available  for  increas¬ 
ing  allotments  found  to  be  inequitable,  and  a  further  additional  5  percent 
of  the  national  quota  was  made  available  for  farms  which  have  produced  no 
flue-cured  during  the  last  5  years. 

Old  Pelt,  Type  ll(a)  —  Producers’  sales  of  Old  Pelt  leaf  on  auction 
markets  in  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  totaled  212,729,029  pounds  4^ and  , 
brought  to  growers  receipts  of  $91,677?466j  at  an  average  price  of  43*1 
cents  per  pound*  Sales,  value,  and  price  of  the  1944  crop  exceeded  1943- 
crop  figures;  about  43  million  pounds  more  leaf,  selling  at  an  average  of 
1*7  cents  per  pound  higher,  resulted  in  a  value  of  21-g-  million  dollars 
above  returns  for  the  previous  year’s  crop*  Markets  in  the  Old  Pelt 
opened  on  September  28 .and  the  season  closed  when  final  sales  were  held 
on  January  26  at  Danville,  South  Poston,  Winston-Salem,  and  Reidsville. 

Last  year  the  only  two  days  of  sales  held  after  the  beginning  of  the  new 
year  were  on  the  first  three  of  these  markets*

In  most  of  the  lover  quality  grades,  average  prices  showed,  increases 
ranging  from  1  to  8  cents  per  pound.  Averages  for  wrappers  were  from  3  to 
8  cents  lower,  and  cutters  were  down  from  1  to  2  cents.  Most  leaf  grades 
in  lemon  and  orange  color  decreased  1  cent  per  pound,  hut  red  and  dark  red 
averages  remained  steady  to  8  cents  higher.  Good  to  choice  lugs- were  un*** 
changed  to  1  cent  lover,  hut  mixed  grades  in  this  group  showed  gains  of 
2  to  4  cents  over  last  year's  prices.  Nondescript  prices  showed  the 
greatest  changes,  ranging  from  5«>5  cents  to  8.25  cents  per  pound  higher. 

Official  inspection  was  in  effect  on  the  sane  seven  markets  which 
had  the  service  last  year  -  Danville,  Redbridge,  and  Martinsville,  Va.» 
and  Reidsville,  Winston-Salem,  Roxhoro,  and  Mebane,  N.  C. 

Middle  Belt,  Type  11 (h)  —  Final  sales  on  January  19  at  Durham, 

IT.  C.?  and  South  Kill,  Va*,  marked  the  closing  of  the  1944-^45  season  in 
the  Middle  Belt  flue-cured  area®  Sales  for  the  season  totaled  153*350*234 
pounds  5>/>  an  increase  of  more  than  42  million  pounds  over  the  110,965,992 
pounds  reported  for  the  previous  season.  Growers  received  $67,029,704  for 
the  1944  crop,  which  averaged  48.7  cents  per  pound.  The  1943  crop,  which 
sold  at  an  average  of  4o.6  cents,  Drought  to  tobacco  producers  in,  the  "belt 
a  total  of  $45 P 050,167.  North  Carolina  markets  in  the  type  opened  on 
September  21,  while  those  in  Virginia  held  opening  sales  on  September  28, 
the  date  of  the  Old  Belt  opening0 

Average  prices  for  most  lower- quality  grades  ranged. from  1  to  10 
cents  per  pound  higher  than  those  of  last  year}  but -prices  on  grades  of 
better  qualities  showed  declines  of  1  to  2  cents.  Practically  all  cutters 
also  dropped  1  to  2  cents,  and  in  most  instances  good  to  choice  leaf, 
smoking  leaf,  and  lugs,  decreased  1  cent  per  pound *  Nondescript  tobacco 
sold  from  5®5  to  10  cents  per  pound  higher  than  last  year. 

The  inauguration  of  the  inspection  service  on  the  Dirham,  N.  C., 
market  brought  to  four  the  number  of  markets  in  the  area  graded  under 
authority  of  The  Tobacco  Inspection  Acto  Only  three  markets  —  Oxford 
and  Fuquay- Springs,  N,  C,,  and  South  Hill,  Va„ ,  —  had  been  covered  under 
mandatory  lav:  previous  to  the  1944-45  season© 

Total  Type  11  sales  (ll(a)  and  11 (b)  combined)  of.  the  1944  crop 
were  366,079r2o3  pounds,  as  compared  with  2SO,439s067  pounds . sold  in  the 
1943-44  season,  and  the  average  price  of  43.4  was  2.3  cents  per  pound 
above  the  previous  crop  average  of  4l.l  cent's.  -■  .  . 

Eastern  North  Carolina,  Type  12  —  Producers  of  Eastern  -North  „ 
Carolina  flue-cured  tobacco  received  an  average  price  of  43,2; cents  per 
pound  for  their  1944  crop,  with  returns  totaling  $157*162,858.  Marketings 
for  the  season  totaled  363*546,959  pounds  5./*  and  were  completed  on 
December  20,  when  final  sales  were  held  at  Rocky  Mount  and  Wilson,  N.  C. 
Markets  had  opened  on  August  28.  Sales  of  the  1943  crop  totaled  267*543*271 
pounds,  averaged  4o,8  cents  per  pound,  and  brought  to  growers  returns  of 
$109,145,689.

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As  compared  with  last  year,  average  prices  of  most  grades  of  smoking 
leaf  and  primings  were  up  1  to  2  cents  per  pound,  while  cutters  were  steady 
to  1  cent  lower*  Green  grades  of  leaf  and  lugs  were  also  down  1  to  2  cents 
per  pound,  hut  the  majority  of  the  lower  qualities  of  these  groups  advanced 
1  to  2  cents.  Increases  in  the  nondescript  grades  ranged  from  3  to  10  cents. 

Two  additional  markets  —  Washington  and  Smithfield,  IT.  C,  —  were 
graded  this  season  for  the  first  time  under  authority  of  The  Tobacco  Inspec¬ 
tion  Act.  Only  3  of  the  l4  markets  in  the  type  —  Kinston,  Rocky  Mount,  and 
Wallace,  P.  C. . —  were  not  graded  by  official  inspectors  under 'the  law. 

South  Carolina  and  Worth  Carolina  Border  Markets,  Type  13  —  Auction 
markets  in  the  South  Carolina  Belt  opened  on  August  8.  Producers1  sales 
totaled  231,^52,60S  pounds  6/,  about  75  million  pounds  over  19^3  marketings 
'of  156,356,372  pounds.  Average  price  of  43*3  cents  per  pound  was  4.0  cents 
higher  than  the  previous  season's  average  of  39*3  cents,  and  growers’  returns 
of  $100,096,329  were  about  32  million  dollars  more  than  the  $61,372,436 
received  for  the  1943  crop.  All  markets  were  closed  by  October  20. 

Average  prices  of  most  grades  were  substantially  above  last  year's 
levels,  with  greatest  increases  evident  in  the  lower  quality  tobacco.  Pair 
to  common  leaf  and  smoking  leaf  ranged  1  to  8  cents  per  pound  higher;  most  - 
lugs  advanced  1  to  3  cents;  and  nondescript  showed  gains  of  3  to  10. 5  cents. 
Pair  and  low  cutters  were  unchanged  to  3  cents  higher.  Prices  for  better 
qualities  of  leaf  and  cutters  declined  slightly  below  those  of  the  1943  crop. 

In  the  1944  season  the  inspection  service  was  expanded  to  cover  the 
■  markets  of  Conway  a.nd  Eingstree,  S.  C.,  the  only  remaining  markets  in  that 
State  not  previously  graded  under  authority  of  The  Tobacco  Inspection  Act. 

ITo  Worth  Carolina  markets  in  the  type  have  been  graded  under  the  Act. 


Georgia  and  Florida,  Type  l4  —  The  1944  auction  marketing  season  in 
Georgia  and  Florida  opened  on  July  31*  ®y  September  8,  when  the  Statesboro, 
Ga« ,  market  (the  last  to  close)  held  final  sales,  producers  had  sold 
113s3T2,335  pounds  of  leaf  6/,  for  which  they  had  received  $4l,4l6,774. 

In  the  previous  season,  sales  had  totaled  77 » 261,209  pounds,  valued  at 
$30,020,448.  The  1944-crop  average  of  36.6  cents  per  pound  was  2.3  cents 
below  the  32.9-cent  price  farmers  received  for  their  1943  crop.  This  is 
the  only  type  of  flue-cured  in  which  the  average  this  year  was  less  than 
that  in  1943. 


The  majority  of  prices  by  grades  were  from  1  to  3  cents  per  pound  below 
those  of  1943,  but  decreases  were  shown  as  great  as  6  cents  for  some  of  the 
lowest  quality  grades. 


Blackshear,  Ga„,  and  Lake  City,  PI  a.,  together  with  Quitman,  Ga. »  which 
was  reestablished  as  a  one-set  market  this  year,  were  the  only  uninspected 
markets  in  the  Type  l4  area.  Quitman  last  held  regular  leaf  sales  in  1931*
